To Lose Another Chunk 
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NIAGARA FALLS. N. Y. (/P> 
Niagara Falls may be in for an- 
I other spectacular 
face 
lifting. 


Engineers eyed a widening crev- 
: ice extending about 20 feet back 
from the Crestline of the American 
side of the falls today and said it 
threatened a new rockfall. 
The 
Niagara 
Frontier 
State 
Parks Commission said last night 
that the crack was an old one that 
had been cVerved before, but it 
apparently had been growing big­ 
ger in the past day or two. 
“If a 
rockfall occurs, it will 
make another definite change in 
the face of the falls.” 
Joseph 
Davis, commission chairman said. 
A park policeman said that an 
unfamiliar spume of water “kick­ 
ing up in the air” from the Ni­ 
agara River current drew his at­ 
tention to the widening fissure, 
about 60 to 70 feet offshore from 


the American mainland. 


A rockfall from the crack would 
take out a huge triangular portion 
of the Crestline, observers saids, 
giving the brink a more “orderly” 
or straight-line appearance. 


The rushing Niagara has gouged 
two big bites from the falls in 
recent months. The most spectac­ 
ular was the collapse into the river 
gorge of 185,000 tons of rock last 
July 28 from Prospect Point, the 
famed observation 
area on the 
American mainland. 


And last Dec. 4. about 15.000 
tons of rock roared down not far 
from the 'present 
fissure. 
That 
rockfall caused little change in the 
appearance of the cataract.

How Many Parents Will Ask 
Polio Shots For Children?

IVhat are the parents going to think about 


it? 
That was Supervisor William Gnoss litst 


question the other day when Dr. Carolyn 
Albrecht, the C o u n tv Health Officer, un­ 
folded plans for the possible mass polio 
vaccination of 4,500 youngsters here next 
month. (The complete text of her presenta­ 
tion to the Board of Supervisors is printed 


elsewhere on this page today.) 
Dr. Albrecht had just finished explaining 
that only those children whose parents re­ 
quested it in writing would be given the 


anti-polio vaccine. 
In response to Gnoss’ question she recalled 
that a year ago when the vaccine was gi\en 


011 an experimental, test basis in Alameda 
County, parents of about one-half the elig­ 
ible children asked that the vaccine be given 


to their offspring. 
Since there will be nothing experimental 
nor in the nature of a test if and when the 
mass immunization against polio takes place 
in Marin four weeks hence, she speculated 
that a much higher percentage of parents 


-will want their children vaccinated here. 
And there is every reason to believe she 


is 100 per cent right. 
That is not to sav that there will not be 
any parents who decline to seek vaccinations 


for their eligible children. 
Not every parent in the county will be 


informed about the dramatic developments 
of recent months in the fight against infan­ 
tile paralvsis. When the final report on the 
“evaluation” of the new Salk vaccine is made 
public about April 1, some parents-for one 
reason or another—probably will not have 


occasion to read about it. 
And we humans have a tendency to lack 
confidence, at least, in anything we don’t 
understand. So it is only reasonable to expect 
that those of us who aren’t well Informed 
about the Salk vaccine may have some reser­ 
vations about asking that it be administered 


to our children. 
It is not the desire nor intention of this 
newspaper to make any recommendations 
about medical matters. But we would recom­ 
mend to our readers that they watch for the 
forthcoming polio vaccine evaluation report 


and give it their attention. 
If it is as favorable as many expect it to 
be, it will pretty well remove the last remain­ 
ing doubts about the effectiveness of anti­ 


polio vaccinations. 
In anv event, you can always ask your 


family doctor for his opinion as to whether 
you should request that your first or second 
grade child be given the immunization shots. 
And it would indeed be difficult to live 


with oneself if after he failed to have his 
child immunized, the child later contracted 


polio.

T n the spring of 1954 extensive 
field trials w ith the vaccine were 
carried 
out

throughout the country. Approx­ 
im ately 1,800,000 first, second, and 
third grade children, with the 
consent of their parents, p ar­ 
ticipated in this extensive vac­ 
cine testing program last year. 
Of this num ber, 435,000 received 
injections of the vaccine; 210,500 
received an inert m aterial; and 
more th an 1,175,000 received no 
injection a t all but 
served 
as 
controls. In California, Alameda 
County alone participated in the 
field trials, which involved some 
7,000 children, 
half of wThom 
served as controls. 
T his field testing 
of 
vaccine 
and subsequent statistical evalu­ 
ation of results has been sup­ 
ported by the N ational Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis. Dr. 
Thom as Francis Jr., of the U ni­ 
versity of M ichigan School of 
Public H ealth, is directing the 
vaccine evaluation project at Ann 
Arbor. 
Rigid security m easures have 
surrounded the activities a t Ann 
Arbor in an attem pt to prevent 
any “leaks” of erroneous or u n ­ 
supported inform ation regarding 
the value of the vaccine prior to 
the conclusion of Dr. Francis’ 
studies and the formal release of 
his official report. It is antici­ 
pated th a t Dr. Francis’ report 
will be m ade public on or shortly 
after April 1, 1955. 
If Dr. Francis’ report on the 
effectiveness of the vaccine is 
favorable, and if the m aterial is 
licensed for commercial sale by 
the N ational Institutes of H ealth, 
the N ational Foundation for In ­ 
fantile Paralysis is prepared to 
purchase 
and 
supply 
free 
of 
charge enough vaccine for 9.000,- 
000 complete im munizations. 
I t is proposed to offer this vac­ 
cine first to all children who p a r­ 
ticipated in the field trials last 
year but did not receive the ac­ 
tual vaccine, and then to chil- 
dpen enrolled in the first and 
second grades in public, private, 
and parochial 
schools 
in 
the 
C ontinental U nited States, Alas­ 
ka, and Hawaii, during the spring 
term of 1955. 
The 1955 vaccine program has 
been initiated by the N ational 
Foundation for the purpose of 
m aking possible early and wide­ 
spread application 
of 
a newly 
established 
preventive 
measure 
against paralytic 
poliomyelitis; 
after completion of this program , 
the N ational Foundation will not 
participate 
in 
the 
production, 
distribution, or adm inistration of 
poliomyelitis vaccine. 
The children in the first and 
second grades of prim ary schools 
were selected for the program 
because of 
high 
incidence 
of 
paralytic poliomyelitis 
in 
this 
group and their accessibility as 
organized 
units 
w i t h i n 
the 
schools, keeping in m ind the lim ­ 
itations on the am ount of vac­ 
cine to be available for this pro­ 
gram. 
It is expected th a t additional 
vaccine, equivalent or greater in 
am ount th an th at contracted for 
by the N ational Foundation, will 
be obtainable through usual com­ 
m ercial channels for the use of 
private physicians for their p a­ 
tients. 
The 
California 
State 
De­ 
partment of Public Health has 
endorsed this project of mass 
immunization with poliomye­ 
litis vaccine in California and 
is strongly encouraging state­ 
wide participation in the pro­ 
gram. 
This 
endorsement 
is 
contingent upon a favorable 
report by Dr. Francis that the 
vaccine is a safe and effective 
preventive agent against po­ 
liomyelitis and upon the grant­ 
ing of a license by the Nation­ 
al Institutes of Health for com­ 
mercial sale of the material. 
The N ational Foundation will 
supply only vaccine and certain 
record forms and inform ational 
literature. It will not provide 
syringes, needles, or other sup 


plies needed in carrying out the 
mass im m unization program . In 
California these supplies m ust be 
procured by the local jurisdic­ 
tions which elect to participate 
in the vaccination program. 
The plan of local adm inistra­ 
tion of the vaccine provided by 
the N ational Foundation for In ­ 
fantile 
Paralysis in California 
will be the adm inistrative re ­ 
sponsibility of each local health 
officer and will be worked out ia 
cooperation w ith the local m edi­ 
cal society and the schools. 
T his departm ent has already 
held prelim inary planning m eet­ 
ings with several committees of 
the M arin County Medical So­ 
ciety, 
and 
with 
Roy 
Davis, 
H ealth Coordinator in the office 
of the county superintendent of 
schools. 
If the vaccine becomes avail­ 
able after April 1 and is to be 
used in M arin County for the 
m ass im m unization of first and 
second grade school children, it 
is anticipated th a t “vaccination 
team s” 
will 
go 
into 
selected 
schools throughout 
the 
county 
w here the children are gathered 
to receive the im m unizations. 
Physicians only will adm in­ 
ister the vaccine, assisted by 
nurses and lay volunteers. 
Each child m ust have the w rit­ 
ten request of his parents for 
vaccination, or he cannot be im ­ 
munized in this program . 
The complete vaccination pro­ 
cedure 
consists 
of the 
in tra ­ 
m uscular injection of three Icc 
doses of vaccine. The first and 
. second injections are given one 
week apart, and the second and 
third are given one m onth apart. 
There are 4.524 pupils enrolled 
in the first and second grades of 
all public, private, and parochial 
schools in M arin County. Assum­ 
ing th a t all of these childien 
would have their parents’ request 
for vaccination, a t least 900 pu­ 
pils would have to be immunized 
daily for 5 days in order to com­ 
plete the first injections for all 
before the second injections be­ 
came due. 
Though plans are still in the 
prelim inary stages, we anticipate 
needing about 36 team s to go in ­ 
to some 13 or 14 schools duiing 
a week’s time. We are currently 
planning to vaccinate only in the 
m orning and to use the afte r­ 
noons for cleaning up and pre­ 
paring for the next d ay s activi- 
ties. 
It is anticipated that physi­ 
cians and nurses will volunteer 
their professional services to 
the project, and that lay vol­ 
unteers will assist in clerical 
work and handling the chil­ 
dren. The National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis stands 
ready to help with procuring 
lay volunteers. 
The board of directors of the 
M arin County Medical Society 
has authorized its com m ittees on 
poliomyelitis, public health, and 
school health to participate with 
the health departm ent and the 
schools in further planning for 
this 
mass 
im m unization 
pro­ 
gram. The society’s official p ar­ 
ticipation in the actual adm inis­ 
tration of the vaccine is subject 
to its own final consideration of 
Dr. Francis’ report after April 1. 
The schools have assured us 
of their cooperation and are co­ 
ordinating activities for getting 
pupils to the vaccination sites. 
In addition, they will assist in 
distributing 
inform ational 
m a­ 
terials and record forms to p ar­ 
ents. 
A ttached is an itemized list of 
supplies th at will be needed if 
4.500 M arin County children are 
to be vaccinated against polio in 
accordance with the plan out­ 
lined above. The cost of these 
supplies will be 
alm ost $2,000. 
Funds for purchase of these m a­ 
terials are not available w ithin 
the health departm ent’s regular 
budget: therefore a special ap ­ 
propriation for this project will 
be needed. I earnestly request 
th a t this appropriation be g ran t­ 
ed today, so th a t we may place 
our order for supplies this afte r­ 
noon. If we delay 
in 
ordering 
syringes and needles, we may 
find ourselves unable to have our 
order filled, with distressing con­ 
sequences. 
I wish to emphasize that the 
present planning is based upon 
a number of necessary assump­ 
tions. 
The first is that the vaccine 
will be approved and licensed 
for sale at the national level 
soon after April 1. 
The second is that Marin 
County will get all of the vac­ 
cine it needs at one time. 
The third is that all of the 
eligible 
school 
children 
will 
have parental requests for vac­ 
cination. 
I see no alternative but to plan 
on the basis of these assum p­ 
tions. If we prepare for anything 
less than these m axim al condi­ 
tions, our program may be a 
failure and the value of the vac­ 
cine sacrificed. 
WTe cannot delay our planning 
- until after Dr. Francis' report is

B ut m any a stock buyer or 
would-be buyer is w atching the 
testim ony of the w itnesses—men 
who ought to know about the 
m arket—to see if they believe 
stock prices are about as high 
now as they’re likely to be, or 
w hether bargains are still to be 
had. 
W hen the presidents of the 
New York Stock Exchange and 
the American Stock Exchange 
testified th a t they had been buy­ 
ing stocks and planned to con­ 
tinue to do so. m any another 
stockholder probably felt reas­ 
sured.

Rampaging Ohio Wrecks 


$13 Million Worth So Far 


LOUISVILLE, 
Ky. 
(JP) — The 
Ohio River, on its biggest ram page 
since 1948, was expected to crest 
here a t 9*4 feet above flood stage 
today after the journey from Cin­ 
cinnati. 
T here was little structural dam ­ 
age to homes in the C incinnati 
area, but between Pittsburgh and 
Lawreneeburg, 
Ind., 
the 
angry 
river forced thousands from their 
homes and left behind a loss esti­ 
m ated at 13 million dollars. 
No additional dam age was like­ 
ly here or in other cities behind 
flood walls. However. Army engi­ 
neers said downstream com m uni­ 
ties w ithout such protection would 
be hit—not too hard. 
The river climbed to 36.7 feet, 


or 8.7 above flood stage, on the 
upper gauge a t Louisville early 
last night. Meteorologist O. K. A n­ 
derson said it would take an inch 
or more of general rain to do more 
than delay the stream ’s fall. 
Before dawn yesterday, the Ohio 
crested at 61 feet at Cincinnati, 
putting Coney Island am usem ent 
park and River Downs race track 
under 6 to 20 feet of wnter. Low- 
lying streets in the downtown sec­ 
tion also were inundated by the 
river, which h it its peak at 9 feet 
over flood stage. 


A few hours later, the crest was 
60.7 feet at Aurora, Ind., about 9 
feet above flood stage. It covered 
some riverfront streets and caused 
the evacuation of 40 families.

Sir 
Alexander 
first 
produced 
penicillin in 1928. He did not de­ 
vote his entire attention to it until 
W orld W ar II heightened the de­ 
m and for antibacterial remedies. 
He was doing research at St. 
M ary’s Hospital in London when 
he noticed mold spores apparently 
dissolving bacteria and killing it. 
This was the way he described the 
find: 
“It was pure luck th a t a culture 
plate of staphylococci (a bacterial 
form) got contam inated with some 
mold spores, and it did som ething 
to the staphylococci which was 
very unusual.

look. In about another week she 
will find an emergency that will 
necessitate a trip somewheie. This 
happens every year to this former 
circus advance agent. 


Winging with the bluebirds is 
the charming expression that em- ; 
plovees of small circuses use to 
describe the early spring departure 
from winter quarters for another 
long season on the road. Stella ^ 
was still 
in 
the impressionable 
teens w’hen she landed her first 
Job — though the circus boss 
thought she was 21. She had to 
hit towns a m onth before the show 
was due there to make arrange­ 
ments at city hall, get billboards 
and posters up, arrange for ad­ 
vertising and publicity. To this 
day Stella can locate practically j 
every small town in the nation 
and fill in with vital (albeit a lit­ 
tle dated) statistics. 
Transportation was often casual 
and one year Stella solved her 
problem with a little roadster in 
which she went bucketing around 
the country alone. Because almost j 
all her traveling was done at night 
and much of it over lonely m oun­ 
tain roads, her bosses instructed 
her to carry a gun. Stella was more 
scared of the gun than any d an ­ 
ger so she compromised with a 
water pistol loaded 
with soapy 
water and cayenne pepper. The 
one time she used it was to send 
an inquisitive skunk on his way. 
When the circus folk were pull­ 
ing their new show together—re­ 
painting the wagons and trains, j 
putting final touches on new cos­ 
tumes, testing tightropes and put­ 
ting their animals through prac­ 
tice sessions—Stella was out doing 
detective work, talking with rail- i 
road officials and others to find 
out which towns had been pros­ 
perous during the year. Then, to 
avoid 
bad business, she routed 
the 
show around 
places where 
there had been a bad drought, | 
an im portant factory burned down 
or other calamity. 
Advance agents s o m e t i m e s 
played tricks on each other, Stella j 


admits. One of her favorite stories 
is about the time a traveling evan­ 
gelist was playing the same terri­ 
tory as a circus. The evangelist’s 
advance man reached a prosper­ 
ous 
town 
ahead 
of the circus 
advance man and whispered to 
the authorities that smallpox had 
hit someone in the 
circus. So 
health authorities refused to issue 
a license to the circus. 
“But the circus got even,” Stella 
recounts with relish. “The next 
time they were setting things up 
in a good-sized town, the circus 
man spotted packages of tne evan­ 
gelist’s posters and three-sheets orf 
the station platform, and managed 
to have them shipped to Medicine 
Hall, about as far away as pos­ 
sible from the evangelist’s destina­ 
tion.” 
I t ’s little wonder that the rest 
of humanity seems rather color­ 
less to Stella in comparison with 
her circus friends for they includ­ 
ed tiny blonde Mabel Stark who 
“worked” the lions all alone in 
a cage, M artha Florine, leopard 
trainer, and Alice, snake charmer. 
Stella remembers a boa constric­ 
tor. sensitive to chilly weather, 
whose hot water bottle—a yard 
or so long—she used to fill regu­ 
larly in her hotel room. 
Maybe modern circus people no 
longer call hitting the road * wing­ 
ing with the bluebirds” but I think 
they should.
